feet with 
her tears, and 


Wiped them with the hairs of her 
head,' and the mnny other cort' 
tacts with those who 
perceived 


in Him all that He was, and bo- 
came His devoted disciples through 
all that He did and said, 


But the woe that Jesus Himself 


pronounced to those of 
whom 


everybody spoke well (Luke C:26> 
was a part of His own experience. 
for not all men spoke well of Him. 


There were 
some, 
perhaps 


many, 
whom Jesus likened 
to 


their forebears who 
had spoken 


well of false prophets, and stoned 
and persecuted true ones. 


How deep was this hostility to 


Jesus on the part of many, for 
Jesus condemned "this 
genera- 


tion," is indicated in the passage 
in 
Matthew 11:116-19, in 
which 


Jesus 
cited the comparative atti- 


tude toward Himself and 
toward 


John the Baptist. 


The ignoble 
and perverse were 


not only actuated 
by evil minds 


and hearts, but they were incon- 
sistent in their perversity. 


They 
resented John in 
his 


rough garments and 
austerity, 


his asceticism, and probably his 
characterization 
of them as a 


"generation of vipers" 
(Matthew 


3:7), declaring that he had 
a 


devil. But 
when Jesus 
came, 


eating and drinking, living nor- 
mally, they said "Behold a -man 
•gluttonous and 
a winebibber 
a 


friend of publicans and sinners" 
(Matthew 11:19). 


The part about Jesus being the 


friend of publicans -,r and sinners 
.was 
accurate 
enough. A man 


who came to save sinners 
could 


not accomplish much if He did 
not go where sinners were. 


Jesus was the friend of pub- 


licans and sinners as He was tho 
friend of all. even 
of His ene- 


mies. 


But the charge that Jesus was 


gluttonous and a winebibber 
re- 


veals the depths to which wrong- 
minded men will ,go when 
they 


set out to vilyify those whom they 
dislike, or who resent the char- 
acter and goodness. of those 
who 


make the contrast with their evil 
too apparent. 


Folowers of Jesus, and 
many 


who 
still follow, were to suffer 


the same evil 
thrust 
as their 


Master, In our own time noble 
churchmen have been thrown fn- 
to prison and maltreated on false 
charges of treason, But 
as 
the 


Master gave warning 
He 
also 


gave hope 
and encouragement 


(Matthew 5; ID.
